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We  stand  today  between  the  twilight  of  Bucknell's  first  century  and  the  dawn  of  her  new 
brilhant  growth.  We  hve  in  a  world  groping  for  peace,  in  a  land  reverently  grateful  to  those  men 
in  uniform  who  made  possible  our  chance  for  peace.  Thousands  of  them,  including  some  of 
Bucknell's  finest  sons,  gave  their  lives  so  that  we  might  have  the  chance  to  find  human  freedom,  to 
give  every  ounce  of  our  spirits,  understanding  and  intelligence  to  fight  for  brotherhood  and  inter- 
national peace.    We  must  not  falter;  for  them  we  must  not  fail. 

There  are  1,611  reasons,  one  for  each  one  of  us,  why  we  must  dedicate  our  lives  to  those 
who  have  dedicated  and  sacrificed  theirs  so  we  may  have  our  chance  to  build  one  world  of  freedom. 

Words  are  not  big  enough  to  thank  these  men,  but  Ernie  Pyle,  that  little,  wiry,  grey-haired 
giant,  expressed  his  own  thanks  when  he  himself  was  on  the  threshold  of  death: 

That  is  our  war  and  we  will  carry  it  with  us  as  we  go  from  one  battleground  to 
another  until  it  is  all  over.  We  will  win.  I  hope  we  can  rejoice  with  victory  but 
humbly,  and  that  altogether  we  will  try  to  rise  out  of  the  memory  of  our  anguish, 
to  reassemble  our  broken  world  into  a  pattern  so  firm  and  so  fair  that  another  great 
war  can  never  again  be  possible.  For  those  beneath  the  wooden  crosses  there  is 
nothing  we  can  do  except  perhaps  to  pause  and  murmur,  'thanks,  pal,  thanks'. 

For  those  beneath  the  wooden  crosses,  for  those  known  Bucknellians  who  gave  their  all — 
their  lives — we,  1,611  Bucknellians,  humbly  pause  and  murmur  "thanks,  pal,  thanks." 

For  the  living  freedom  for  which  they  died,  we  must  dedicate  our  lives.  To  these  men  in 
blue  and  khaki,  the  staff  of  the  centennial  L'Agenda  humbly  dedicates  this  book.

ly  liberal  as  distinguished  from  professional,"  but  Bucknell's 
peaceful  growth  was  rudely  shaken  in  1863  when  the  rolling 
drums  of  General  Lee's  army  were  heard  throughout  the  valleys 
of  southern  Pennsylvania.  The  male  students  enlisted  as  one 
body,  to  serve  during  the  emergency,  and  the  company  com- 
posed of  77  men  was  "honorably  discharged  after  an  active 
campaign  of  six  weeks"  returning  just  in  time  for  commence- 
ment exercises  in  July,  1863. 

C^  JL  IFc  tu  v^  began  to  change  rapidly  after  the  war.  A 
"Great  Opera  House"  was  built  in  Lewisburg  where  the  Sunoco 
station  now  stands,  but  students  could  attend  only  if  the  faculty 
approved  the  plays.  The  new  Baptist  Church  building  was  com- 
pleted, Lewisburg  boasted  gaslights,  and  the  students  of  the 
University  each  gave  two  days  labor  towards  the  filling  of  the 
lower  campus  grounds  and  the  completion  of  convenient  walks. 

Jl,  J^  1879  when  David  Jayne  Hill  was  inaugurated,  the 
country  and  the  school  were  in  the  midst  of  a  revolution  of 
thought,  and  both  were  enlarging  their  scope;  both  were  grow- 
ing.

and  talking  excitedly  of  bustles  and  pompa- 
dours, while  the  boys  were  careful  to  have 
the  newest  in  moustaches  and  high  collars. 

iUXT^iO  Dr.  Hill  resigned  in 
1888,  C.  G.  Graff  took  his  place  until  1889 
when  President  Harris  took  office  as  the  col- 
lege president.  Frill  and  Frown  and  its  male 
counterpart.

M^  fs^  this  time  several  college  fraternities  had  al- 
ready established  themselves,  and  a  chapter  of  Pi  Beta 
Phi,  the  oldest  national  fraternity  for  women,  had 
been  founded  on  the  Bucknell  campus.  Within  ten 
years  the  number  of  sororities  had  increased  to  four, 
and  new  buildings  were  gradually  being  put  up  to 
accommodate  the  increasing  number  of  students. 

>^  Ci  JT  C^  C3  J_4  started  off  normally  in 
1914,  but  by  spring  the  scarcity  of  farmhands  had 
begun  to  draw  students  away.  Finally  in  1917  World 
War  I  burst  upon  America,  and  Bucknell's  enrollment 
of  524  students  dropped  to  117.  Fraternities  were 
discontinued  for  the  duration,  and  because  of  the  high 
emotional  feeling  German  was  dropped  from  the  col- 
lege curriculum. 

C^JIJL  C?  Jl^  President  Hunt's  installation  in  the 
fall  of  1919  came  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  at  Buck- 
nell. The  rumbling  of  guns  had  scarcely  died  away 
on  the  western  front  when  the  boys  started  returning. 
It  was  not  long  before  the  "Rah  Rah"  college  days  of 
the   roaring  twenties  were  in   full  swing  with  girls

GtXp^nPIIf  IS  continually,  the 
University  enrollment  topped  the  thousand  mark,  and 
with  the  enlarging  activities  of  the  students  came  new 
organizations.  Honorary  fraternities  were  added  to 
the  list  of  scientific  societies,  sororities  and  fraternities 
grew  in  number  and  new  campus  publications  were 
added. 

\^  JlV  ^U  Jl^   came  the  crash!     The  end  of  the 

decade  of  expansion  and  reconstruction  found  many 
students  with  their  dreams  shattered.  Under  Presi- 
dent Homer  P.  Rainey,  who  remained  in  office  from 
1931  to  1935,  came  extensive  changes  in  curriculum 
for  the  Bucknell  students.  In  order  to  become  Direc- 
tor of  the  American  Youth  Commission,  President 
Rainey  retired  from  office,  and  Dr.  Arnaud  C.  Marts 
was  elected  acting  President.  In  193  8,  having  become 
President,  Dr.  Marts  emphasized  the  friendliness  on

the  campus  which  has  made  the  Bucknell  "hello"  a 
tradition  as  strongly  enduring  as  the  brick  buildings. 

(lrtTP&mS0XTB^  the  currents 
of  thought  and  feeling  and  internal  development  of 
the  University  was  the  evergrowing  conflict  outside 
the  United  States,  but  when  war  struck,  the  campus 
was  mentally  and  physically  prepared  for  the  catas- 
trophe. Fraternity  houses  stood  empty  and  silent  as 
Bucknell  men  for  the  fourth  time  in  one  hundred 
years  went  off  to  war.  Sad  farewells  .  .  .  fewer 
coed  activities  .  .  .  members  of  the  "Sem"  in- 
tent on  the  problems  of  a  traction  splint 
canning  at  the  Evangelical  hospital  .  .  .  and  in 
July  1943  the  bellbottoms  and  leathernecks  marching 
into  the  buildings  of  the  men's  quadrangle  and  the 
lives  of  the  lonely  Sem  inhabitants. 
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1943  Bucknell  had  contributed  not  only  its 
men  and  its  facilities  for  the  V-12  program,  but  also 
its  president,  for  Dr.  Marts  had  become  a  captain  in 
the  Coast  Guard,  and  announced  his  resignation  effec- 
tive June  1945. 


\^  Jl^^3  year  1945  brought  with  it  the  greatest 
of  all  gifts — peace.  President  Spencer,  inaugurated 
in  June  1945,  began  facing  the  problems  of  academic 
reconversion.  The  V-12  unit  was  disbanded  in  June 
1945  and  the  V-5's  left  on  February  28,  1946,  while 
veterans  in  ever  increasing  numbers  began  flocking 
back  to  the  Bucknell  campus  to  continue  the  educa- 
tion which  they  had  interrupted  to  serve  their  coun- 
try. Formal  dances,  spring  vacation,  tweeds,  and 
serenades  are  all  signs  of  the  reconversion  to  peace, 
but  under  this  carefree  veneer  is  a  sober  and  mature 
realization  by  administration,  faculty,  and  students  of 
the  tremendous  problems  of  rebuilding  a  broken  world. 

tWM.'C  President  Spencer's  inauguration,  former 
President  Marts  said,  "When  I  shall  hand  the  seal  of 
Bucknell  over  to  President  Spencer,  it  will  be  with 
great  trust  in  him,  and  with  great  assurance  for  Buck- 
nell's  future."  Dr.  Herbert  Spencer  is  fulfilling  that 
trust  by  continuing  the  Bucknell  tradition  of  a  sound 
liberal  education.  Our  university  is  on  the  threshold 
of  its  second  century  of  constructive  existence,  fac- 
ing with  the  rest  of  the  world,  a  new  age — a  new  era 
of  peace  and  development.

Expanding  to  include  one  of  the  largest  and  youngest  organizations  on  campus,  the  BOARD  OF  PI  BLICATIONS  changed  its  name  to  the  Board  of  Publi- 
cations and  Radio  when  members  of  Radio  Workshop  became  affiliated.

Bucknellian  Editors  Beat  Deadline.

ARE  YOU  CONTINUALLY  being  caught  going  the  wrong  way  into  a 
high-speed  revohing  door?  Have  you  had  any  clinical  experience  with 
talkative  neurotics?  Do  you  enjoy  playing  a  bass  drum  in  a  phone  booth? 
Is  your  spirit  for  adventure  fired  by  the  thought  of  a  razor-sharp  pencil 
sharpener  with  its  gleaming  blades  unprotected?

The  inside  cover 
pages,  a  lithograph  of  Hucknell  in  1860  and  a  print  of 
the  fufurama,  set  the  style  for  the  yearbook  which  is 
divided  into  two  main  sections,  old  and  new. 

In  the  days  of  bustles  and  high  silk  hats  when  llir 
juniors  of  "89  published  the  first  L".'\gem)\.  the  bonk

was  a  far  cry  from  tlie  |)i(torial  yearbooks  of  today. 
Filled  with  literary  material,  a  pnignant  I,a>l  WW]  and 
Testament,  ditties  describing  senior  antics,  and  a  senti- 
mental cartoons,  L'Agenda  looked  more  like  a  1900 
version  of  a  literary  magazine. 

Four  years  passed  before  the  juniors  jnibli^hed 
again,  but  since  1893,  volume  after  volume  has  streamed 
from  the  printer.  In  '36,  the  seni()r>  published  the  nine- 
tieth memorial  edition  and  ha\('  been  pnlili-liing  e\(T 
since.

Bucknellian  Covers  the  Campus 


WORKING  TOWARD  the  ultimate  publishing  of  an 
eight  page  paper,  tlie  Bucknellian  this  year  returned  to  a 
pre-war  size  and  service.  According  to  Editor  Haddon,  it 
is  now  "a  man's  world"  though  women  editors  have  for 
the  past  five  years  turned  their  feminine  intuition  to 
scoops,  leads  and  heads,  and  blithely  murmured  "c'est  la 
guerre,"  as  war  produced  a  shortage  of  printing  materials 
and  a  general  reduction  of  campus  activit\'. 

A  look  to  the  past  sees  Tustin  Gymnasium  and  Taylor 
Annex  the  newest  buildings,  with  West  College  still  on 
the  drafting  boards  when  the  college  newspaper,  the 
"Orange  and  Blue,"  made  its  debut.  A  small  newsy  sheet 
of  four  columns,  it  gave  the  campus  a  weekly  review  of 
local  news. 

In  1915  a  \ote  of  the  student  body  resulted  in  a 
change  of  name.  "The  Orange  and  Blue"  became  "The 
Bucknellian."  Increasing  in  size  through  the  years,  by 
the  turn  of  that  decade  the  campus  paper  was  a  thriving 
news  organ  of  eight  six  column  pages.  The  establish- 
ment of  a  budget  system  put  it  on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

War  forced  a  cut  in  size  and  to  four  pages  and  a  cur- 


tailment of  news  coverage.  But  in  spite  of  all  the  prob- 
lems with  which  publishers  have  had  to  contend,  the 
Bucknellian  has  continued  to  grow,  and  now  has  a  weekly 
circulation  of  3.000,  including  the  15,000  copies  that 
are  mailed  each  week  by  the  Christian  Association  to 
ex-Bucknellians  in  service.  A  member  of  the  Associated 
Collegiate  Press,  it  has  been  consistently  rated  high 
among  college  newspapers  by  that  organization  for  the 
past  eight  years. 

The  masthead  this  )ear  bore  the  names  of  Alice  Nix 
and  Roger  Haddon,  editors,  and  Betty  Hadfield  and  Vic- 
toria Reid,  business  managers.  The  1945-46  staff  includ- 
ed Bob  Megargel,  sports  editor,  Barbara  Preston,  society 
editor,  Ellen  Perrott,  feature  editor  and  Sally  McFall, 
advertising  manager.  On  the  staff  for  the  first  semester 
were  Roger  Haddon.  managing  editor,  Gloria  Berliner, 
news  editor,  Nat  Moss,  photographer,  and  Marge  Graham, 
circulation  manager.  These  positions  were  filled  in  the 
March  term  by  Jeanne  Phillips,  Tamara  Gurvitch.  Mi- 
chael Nightingale  and  Marion  Adam.  Professor  Robert 
Streeter  serves  as  faculty  advisor  to  the  paper.

FAR  BEHIND  US  are  the  days  of  the  "Society  for 
Moral  and  Religious  Inquiry" — of  compulsory  church 
attendance — of  a  majority  of  ministerial  students,  but 
religion  is  still  part  of  everyday  living  on  the  Bucknell 
campus,  under  the  steady  guidance  of  the  Christian 
Association.  A  member  of  the  World's  Student  Chris- 
tian Federation  and  of  the  Student  Christian  Movement, 
the  membership  of  this  organization  includes  persons  of 
all  faiths  who  wish  to  join  the  C.  A.'s  program  of  wor- 
ship, study  and  action. 

The  various  councils  of  the  Association  cover  a  wide, 
and  ever-expanding  field.  The  most  familiar  names  are 
perhaps  the  Student  Churcli  and  9:.30  Class  and  Service 
Councils,  but  the  work  of  the  Community  Service,  Public 
Relations  and  Christian  Vocations  Councils  are  of  no 
less  importance.  The  international  note  fostered  by 
the  Intercollegiate  and  World  Fellowship  Council  be- 
comes a  tangible  reality  in  Judson  College,  Burma, 
where  Bucknellians  support  two  scholarships. 

Weekends  at  Cowan  and  picnics  in  the  orchard  are 
planned  by  the  Recreation  Council,  and,  though  the  war 
is  over,  Bucknell  has  continued  to  remember  her  students 


in  service  with  the  weekly  edition  of  the  "Bucknellian," 
through  the  Service  Council.  World  affairs,  labor  prob- 
lems, and  minority  groups  are  taken  up  in  discussions 
and  conferences  under  the  direction  of  the  Social  Action 
Council.  The  Centennial  Handbook  was  the  first  Uni- 
versity publication  to  feature  the  history  of  Bucknell's 
one  hundred  years. 

Religion  in  Life  Week,  '46,  was  again  one  of  the 
outstanding  events  of  the  year.  From  March  31  to 
April  3  a  host  of  distinguished  and  inspiring  speakers, 
including  Dr.  Edwin  E.  Aubrey,  '19,  and  Dr.  Francis 
Wei,  of  China,  brought  new  inspiration  to  classrooms, 
lecture  halls  and  bull  sessions. 

The  comprehensive  work  of  the  Christian  Associa- 
tion is  guided  by  the  Student  Executive  Council,  Elaine 
Greene,  president,  and  advised  by  Forrest  Brown,  Gen- 
eral Secretary,  and  the  Advisory  Council,  under  the 
leadership  of  Professor  Rudolph  Peterson.

DR.  PAUL  G.  STOLZ  raises  his  baton,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  voices  blend  to  fill  the  gym  with  harmony,  and 
an  audience  once  again  thrills  to  the  annual  presentation 
of  '"Handel's  Messiah."*  The  musical  highlight  of  each 
year,  the  "Messiah"  furnishes  a  fitting  prelude  to  the 
Christmas  season.

women  appear  publically  in  two  concerts.  Tlie  Concert 
Orchestra,  which  developed  from  the  string  quartet  or- 
ganized in  1912,  consists  of  fifty  audition-selected  stu- 
dents, under  the  baton  of  Professor  Charles  Stickney. 
Witli  a  repertoire  of  classical  and  semi-classical  pieces, 
the  orchestra  combines  with  other  organizations  to  pro- 
vide background  for  "Messiah"  and  May  Day. 

Tlie  Bucknell  Band,  also  directed  by  Professor 
Stickney,  was  filled  with  Navy  blue  first  semester,  but 
the  all  civilian  band  accompanied  by  a  girl's  drum  and 
color  guard  will  be  brought  back  next  year.

1846 — BUCKNELL  was  a  baby  and  dramatics 
were  definitely  a  thing  of  the  future.  In  fact,  forty- 
four  years  must  pass  before  we  note  any  thespian 
ventures  on  the  part  of  Bucknellians. 

It  was  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  the  demure 
young  things  in  the  Women's  Seminary  were  hustling 
their  bustles  off  to  "Frill  and  Frown."  The  men  were 
a  little  slow.  It  wasn't  until  1906  that  they  gathered 
their  initiative  around  them,  took  a  leap  into  the 
aesthetic  and  made  history  by  establishing  Cap  and 
Dagger. 

Though  the  two  organizations  worked  together, 
dramatic  cooperation  didn't  come  until  193],  when 


women  students  joined  forces  with  men,  and  what  is 
now  one  of  the  largest  and  best  known  of  campus 
activities  became  a  reality. 

1946 — that  little  white  slip — "C.  and  D.  meeting 
at  4:30  in  Bucknell  Hall."  Dramatics  have  come  a 
long  way,  and  Cap  and  Dagger  is  today  an  active 
composite  of  many  talents — dramatic,  constructional, 
business  and  literary.  Memories  of  past  years  are 
collaboration  with  the  Artist  Course  to  present  plays 
with  professional  actors  in  leading  roles,  and  hits 
such  as  "Pygmalion,"  "Ladies  in  Retirement,"  "The 
Night  of  January  16,"  and  "Brief  Music." 

And  as  we  celebrate  another  Centennial  year,  the 
productions  of  1946  will  become  a  part  of  history. 
Cap  and  Dagger  started  work  in  late  November,  and

"THE  MEMBERS  of  the  International  Relations  Club 
pledge  themselves  to  support  the  entrance  of  the  United 
States  upon  a  policy  of  world  international  cooperation 
which  will  ultimately  lead  to  world  government. 

Convinced  of  the  fact  that  no  world  government  can  suc- 
ceed as  long  as  religious  intolerance  and  racial  discrimina- 
tion reign,  the  members  of  I.  R.  C.  pledge  themselves  as 
a  group  and  as  individuals  to  work  for  the  abolition  of  these 
injustices  everywhere." 

The  eft'orts  of  the  International  Relations  Club  to  bring 
world  affairs  closer  to  campus  have  been  rewarded  with 
success.  One  of  over  six  hundred  organizations  sponsored 
by  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  International  Peace,  it  has 
presented  a  variety  of  activities  for  interested  students 
throughout  its  life  at  Bucknell. 


Nineteen  forty-six  finds  I.  R.  C.  taking  a  strong  interest 
in  education  toward  the  acceptance  of  world  government. 
In  the  public  eye  were  campus  and  outside  speakers  at  open 
meeting,  while  in  the  background  were  various  committees 
studying  problems  and  voicing  opinion  through  letters  to 
Congress.  One  of  the  outstanding  conferences  attended  by 
members  was  a  model  UNO  Assembly  at  Lafayette  College, 
at  which  Bucknell  represented  Paraguay. 

Professor  Cyrus  Karraker  has  served  for  ten  years  as 
advisor  to  the  group,  assisted  by  various  members  of  the 
faculty.

DIRECTORS  REVIVE  OLD  SPORTS  SCHEDULE 

Training  Begins  For  Track,  Golf,  Tennis,  Wrestling, 

Soccer,  Hockey 


While  five  instructors  of  John  Plant's 
physical  education  staff  were  serving  in  the 
armed  forces,  the  men's  athletic  program  was 
curtailed  until  only  football,  basketball  and 
baseball  remained  on  the  varsity  calendar. 
During  the  war  period  the  team  rosters  were 
composed  of  Navy  trainees  who  frequently 
fought  against  great  odds  to  maintain  Buck- 
nell's  rating  in  intercollegiate  athletics. 

The  men's  intramural  athletics  suffered  a 
similar  curtailment.  With  the  sub-normal 
enrollment  of  civilians,  intramural  activity 
was  confined  to  basketball  and  softball. 

But  in  Tustin  Gymnasium  the  women's 
athletic  program,  sponsored  by  W.  A.  A.  con- 
tinued at  a  brisk  pace.  May  Day  was  a  war 
casualty  for  three  years,  but  inter-sorority  and 
inter-class  activity  were  retained.  As  usual, 
the  women's  sports  program  was  run  on  a 
point  basis  which  requires  50  points  for 
W.  A.  A.  membership  and  a  maximum  of 
1,000  points  for  achievement  awards. 
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As  Bucknell  closes  her  hundredth  year, 
Albert  E.  Humphreys,  athletic  director,  pre- 
pares for  what  may  be  the  University's  great- 
est era  of  sports.  Instead  of  three  athletic 
teams  per  annum,  the  Orange  and  Blue  will 
once  again  be  represented  in  over  half-dozen 
sports.

GRIDMEN  TROUNCE  SCRANTON, 

LAFAYETTE,  IN  TOUGH  SEASON 


Looking  at  the  record  from  the  stand  point 
of  wins  and  losses,  the  1945  football  season 
was  as  prosperous  as  a  slot  machine  located 
in  the  middle  of  the  Sahara  Desert.  Coach  J. 
Ellwood  Ludwig  and  his  small  band  of  gridiron 
men  never  quit  fighting  during  their  seven  at- 
tempts to  hit  the  jack  pots,  but  they  lacked 
reserve  strength  to  operate  profitably  in  the 
gruelling  schedule  that  pitted  the  Thundering 
Herd  against  Scranton,  Villanova,  Cornell, 
Pittsburgh,  Temple,  Penn  State  and  Lafayette 
at  nearly  seven-day  intervals. 

With  the  entire  varsity  line  as  holdovers 
from  the  1944  team  that  won  seven,  lost  two 
and  tied  one,  the  Bisons  were  figured  to  be 
ready  for  one  of  the  toughest  assignments 
ever  faced  by  a  Bucknell  team  during  its  64 
seasons  of  intercollegiate  grid  play.  The  Lud- 
wigmen  undermined  Scranton  20-6  in  the 
opener  and  over  powered  Lafayette  26-2  in  the 
final  game  of  the  year,  but  operated  at  a  loss 
in  the  remaining  five  gomes. 

A  series  of  jinxes  ruined  whatever  chances 
the  gridders  hod  of  amassing  a  more  credita- 
ble record.  On  Friday  evening  before  the 
Cornell  game,  Dave  Messersmith,  first-string 


tackle,  was  sent  to  the  hospital  because  of 
polio.      ^^,., 

Messersmith  was  the  only  Bucknellian 
stricken,  but  starting  with  the  Cornell  game 
another  epidemic  hit  the  team.  Ends  Paul 
Rutan  and  Bob  Williams,  Guard  Bill  Caldwell, 
Quarterback  Charlie  Moore,  Fullback  Charlie 
Hall  and  Halfback  Vern  Gaskell  completed 
their  seasons  prematurely  because  of  injuries. 
All  were  first-team  men. 

Following  the  20-6  decision  over  Scranton, 
the  Herd  gained  only  24  yards  rushing  against 
Villanova  and  lost  19-6.  However,  the  grid- 
ders played  like  champions  the  following  Sat- 
urday, coming  within  four  yards  of  upsetting 
the  Big  Red  of  Cornell.  Trailing  13-0,  the 
Bisons,  sparked  by  146-pound  Vern  Gaskell, 
stampeded  in  the  third  quarter.  Vern  set  the 
plot  for  Bill  Allen's  plunge  into  the  end  zone 
from  the  two-yard  line. 

Following  Cornell's  intentional  safety, 
which  made  the  score  read  13-8,  the  Big  Red 
kicked  from  its  own  twenty  and  the  Herd 
started  another  march  that  put  the  ball  on  the 
Cornell  four,  with  four  chances  of  running  the 
boll  into  the  promised  land.    Then  three  pen-

LUDWIG  LEADS  1946  TRACKMEN 


J.  Elwood  Ludwig,  a  coach  of  all  trades,  took  over  the  reins  of  the 
re-born  track  team  during  the  latter  part  of  March  and  thus  became 
a  four-letter  coach,  having  previously  served  terms  as  varsity  guide 
of  football,  baseball  and  basketball.  Only  two  of  the  four  dozen  track 
candidates  who  reported  for  early  spring  drills  had  previous  varsity 
experience. 

Ted  Roselle  and  Bill  Wickerham,  Bison  sprint  men  prior  to  their 
stints  with  the  U.  S.  armed  forces,  gave  Coach  Ludwig  a  small  founda- 
tion on  which  to  construct  a  cinder  team,  but  for  the  most  part  the 
squad  was  composed  of  men  who  were  about  to  get  their  first  taste  of 
collegiate  competition. 

The  agenda  for  the  1946  track  team  included:  the  Penn  Relays 
in  Philadelphia  on  April  26-27;  a  four-cornered  meet  with  Muhlen- 
berg, Gettysburg  and  Lehigh  at  Easton  on  May  4;  Middle  Atlantic 
events  on  May  1  1 ;  the  only  home  meet  of  the  season  with  Juniata  on 
May  18;  and  the  ICCAAAA  events  for  team  standouts  on  May  25  at 
Annapolis,  Md.

BISONS  REVIVE  GOLF  INTEREST 


Starting  his  sixteenth  term  as  pro  at  the  University  Golf  Club  and 
his  first  year  as  mentor  of  the  Bison  links  team  since  the  sport  was 
placed  on  the  inactive  list  in  1943,  Coach  hHarold  Evans  did  not  have 
one  holdover  from  past  golf  seasons  on  hand  when  he  started  working 
with  the  squad  early  in  April.  Still  he  had  good  reason  to  look  forward 
to  a  creditable  season  as  several  of  the  candidates,  including  John 
Arbogast,  Joe  Spicer  and  Joe  Evans,  had  nearly  three  decades  of  golf 
experience  behind  them. 

Cornell  visited  the  Bisons'  home  grounds  to  open  the  golf  season 
on  May  4.  The  Big  Red  topped  the  Orange  and  Blue  team  6-3  when 
the  teemen  last  met  in  1942,  and  the  golfers  from  above  Cayuga's 
waters  were  again  ranked  as  the  strongest  of  the  opponents  that  the 
Evansmen  were  to  encounter  during  the  spring  campaign. 

With  one  of  the  best  all-time  records  for  any  Bucknell  sport,  the 
post-war  aggregation  had  the  power  to  uphold  the  reports  of  previous 
golf  editions.  The  schedule  included  home-and-home  duels  with 
Cornell,  Lafayette  and  Drexel.

Like  three  of  the  four  sports  listed  on  the  Bisons'  spring  calendar, 
tennis  was  called  from  its  three  years  of  hibernation  when  Henry  N. 
Peters,  instructor  in  physical  education,  assumed  the  mentorship  role 
over  the  net  squad  for  the  six-match  schedule. 

Coach  Peters  succeeded  Prof,  Floyd  G.  Ballentine  who  first  began 
coaching  Bison  tennis  squads  in  1930.  During  that  time  his  teams  met 
the  leading  colleges  in  the  East,  establishing  impressive  records  in  more 
than  a  decade  and  a  half  of  competition. 

As  for  the  1946  season.  Coach  Peters  was  perhaps  in  a  better  position 
than  any  of  the  coaches  of  spring  sports,  with  Frank  Haas  and  Sandy 
Finkelstein  reporting  from  Ballentine  coached  regimes  Haas,  a  veteran 
of  the  1943  season,  and  Finkelstein,  who  played  under  Ballentine  in 
1942  when  the  netmen  won  eight  and  lost  one,  were  being  groomed  to 
carry  the  brunt  of  the  attack.

THREE-YEAR   LOG   OF    U.  S.  S. 


After  a  wartime  career  of  almost  three  years 
the  U.S.S.  Bucknell  has  been  scuttled.  The 
"decks"  are  once  again  floors,  "sacks"  are  now 
beds,  the  "chow  hall"  is  the  cafeteria,  and  "sick 
bay"  is  just  plain  Zeigler  Infirmary. 

With  an  initial  strength  of  600  marines  and 
sailors,  the  Navy  College  Training  Program 
landed  at  Lewisburg  in  July,  1943,  and  succeed- 
ed in  establishing  a  beachhead,  much  to  the  de- 
light of  lonely  coeds.  By  February  28,  1946, 
1,685  V-12ers  had  fought  the  Battle  of  Bucknell 
in  the  fields  of  engineering,  pre-med,  deck  and 
naval  aviation. 


Musters,  marching,  and  the  muscle  factor 
were  commonplace,  and  a  Bucknellian  was  com- 
pletely "snafu"  at  "Happy  Hour"  if  he  didn't 
know  the  latest  "scuttlebutt." 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  1945,  most 
of  the  trainees  were  transferred  to  Navy  ROTC 
units  at  Cornell,  Rochester  and  Penn.  Twenty 
V-1  2  engineers  remained  to  form  the  nucleus  of 
the  student  officer  organization  for  the  winter 
term.  The  Navy  sent  333  V-5  trainees  to  Buck- 
nell for  instruction  on  November  1.  They  en- 
rolled in  basic  and  intermediate  engineering 
courses.

Old  Bucknellians  that  are  brand  new  vets  gather  in  the  Rec  Room  to  reminiesce 
about  the  good  old  days,  and  make  plans  for  their  future  on  the  Bucknell  campus. 
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Bucknell  has  entered  her  second  century 
with  an  armful  of  blueprints — blueprints  that 
will  become  brick  and  stone  realities  before  very 
long.  This  year  the  proposed  new  library  came 
$200,000  closer  to  a  new  cornerstone,  and  a  new 
library,  science  building,  auditorium,  little  thea- 
ter and  a  swimming  pool  are  really  on  their  way. 

Homecoming  1956  will  probably  see  the 
completion  of  the  enlarged  music  building, 
boulevard  lights  for  roads  and  walks,  expert 
care  of  old  trees,  resurfacing  of  campus  roads, 
enlarged  parking  space  at  Davis  Gym,  and  the 
landscaping  of  a  new  campus  entrance  from 
Route  404. 

Those  ere  the  first  items  in  Bucknell's  pro- 
gram of  expansion,  after  which  will  come  the 
extension  of  the  Vaughon  Literature  Building 
for  the  use  of  the  departments  of  psychology, 


philosophy,  religion  and  art.  Bucknell  Hall  will 
be  renovated  for  a  Little  Chapel  and  Student 
Church,  and  after  the  erection  of  the  new  library, 
the  present  Carnegie  Library  will  be  converted 
into  a  Student  Activities  Building. 

Some  day  too,  there  may  even  be  a  college 
chapel,  faculty  club  rooms,  language  houses,  the 
President's  House  transformed  into  an  Alumni 
Center,  a  university  bus  for  the  use  of  students 
and  faculty  groups,  a  rustic  lodge  at  the 
Christian  Association  Center  at  Cowan  and  a 
clubhouse  at  the  golf  course. 

These  aren't  blueprints  yet.  They're  still 
just  dreams,  but  they'll  be  blueprints  before  very 
long  because  a  one  hundredth  birthday  has  come 
along  just  in  time  to  fire  Bucknellians  with  the 
anticipation  and  enthusiasm  for  the  good  things 
to  come! 


The  first  building  on   the  list  in   Bucknell's  plan  for  expansion  is  a  new  library 
which  will  include  an  Art  Gallery  and  Museum,  and  will  be  located  on  the  Lit  hill. 
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A  sister  building  to  the  Vaughan  Literature  Building,  the  new  Science  edifice  will  be  situated  on 
the  hill  facing  what  is  really  the  front  entrance  of  the  Lit  building,  now  considered  by  the 
students  as  the  back. 
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The  much  desired  swimming  pool  will  be  a  reality  when  Davis  Gym  is  completed.  It  will  be  lo- 
cated where  the  wooden  steps  are  now,  and  then  wings  will  be  added  to  each  side  for  offices  and 
game  rooms. 

There's  a  model   of   Bucknell   of  Tomorrow   in  the  engineering  building,  but  here   it   is   in 
a  drawing  showing  exactly  how  Bucknell  will  look  at  the  close  of  her  second  great  century.
